CONSTITUTION 

i 

NAME 

1.  This  organization  will  be  known  as  the 
Colony  Club. 

II 
OFFICERS 
1.     The  Officers  of  the  Club  shall  be  a  Presi- 
dent, a  first  Vice-President,  a  second  Vice-Presi- 
dent, a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer. 

Ill 
PRESIDENT 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Club  and  of  the  Governing  Board. 
The  President  shall,  with  the  Secretary,  sign  all 
written  contracts  and  obligations  of  the  Club, 
and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Gov- 
erning Board  of  the  Club  may  assign  her. 

2.  The  first  Vice-President,  or  in  her  ab- 
sence the  second  Vice-President,  shall  have  all 
the  powers  and  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of 
the  President  in  case  of  her  absence  or  disability. 
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IV 

TREASURER 

1.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of 
the  funds,  and  shall  deposit  them  as  determined 
by  the  Governing  Board;  shall  disburse  the  mon- 
eys of  the  Club  under  direction  of  the  Governing 
Board;  shall  collect  fees  and  dues  of  members; 
shall  keep  an  accurate  itemized  account  of  all 
receipts  and  disbursements  and  of  bills  paid  on 
the  certificate  of  their  correctness  by  the  House 
Committee,  and  report  thereon  at  each  regular 
meeting  of  the  Governing  Board;  and  shall  pre- 
sent at  the  annual  meeting  a  report  for  the  pre- 
ceding calendar  year  that  has  been  audited  by 
the  Advisory  Board.  Her  report  shall  be  audited 
semi-annually  by  the  Advisory  Board. 

V 
SECRETARY 

1.  The  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all 
meetings  of  the  Club  and  of  the  Governing 
Board,  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  such  meetings. 
She  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  and  keep 
the  records  of  the  Club.  She  shall  furnish  to 
the  Treasurer  the  names  of  all  members  elected 
to  membership,  and  shall  advise  her  of  all  trans- 
fers or  changes  affecting  the  said  membership. 
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2.  She  shall  be  the  keeper  of  the  Seal  of  the 
Club. 

VI 
GOVERNING  BOARD 

1.  The  Governing  Board  shall  consist  of 
twenty  members — five  of  whom  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Club,  to 
replace  the  outgoing  class,  and  to  take  office  at 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  such  outgoing  class. 
They  shall  hold  office  for  four  years  or  until  the 
fourth  annual  meeting  after  their  election. 

2.  The  Governing  Board  shall  have  general 
charge  of  the  affairs,  funds  and  property  of  the 
Club  and  the  election  of  members.  They  shall 
have  full  power  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  the  Club  according  to  the 
Charter,  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

3.  The  Governing  Board  shall,  as  soon  as  may 
be,  after  each  annual  meeting,  elect  by  ballot  from 
its  own  body  a  President,  first  Vice-President, 
second  Vice-President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
who  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  or  until  their 
successors  are  elected. 

4.  The  Governing  Board  shall  submit  at  each 
annual  meeting  a  general  report  of  the  affairs  of 
the  Club,  with  an  estimate  for  the  ensuing  year, 
which  shall  be  printed  and  distributed   to   mem- 
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bers  five  days  before    the  annual  meeting,  and 
shall  report  at  other  times  if  required. 

5.  The  Governing  Board  shall  meet  once  a 
month,  except  during  the  months  of  June,  July, 
August  and  September,  and  special  meetings  may 
be  called  by  order  of  the  President  or  of  the 
House  Committee.  Seven  of  its  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Governing  Board. 

6.  The  Governing  Board  shall  prescribe  rules 
for  the  admission  of  strangers  to  the  privileges  of 
the  Club. 

7.  The  Governing  Board  may  fill  any  vacancy 
in  its  body  by  election  of  a  member  to  hold  office 
until  the  next  annual  election. 

8.  The  Governing  Board  shall  have  power  to 
deal  with  all  offenses  against  the  Rules  of  the 
Club,  and  with  all  violations  of  the  Constitu- 
tion. 

9.  The  interpretation  of  the  Constitution 
and  rules  shall  rest  with  the  Governing  Board. 


VII 

MEETINGS  AND  ELECTIONS 

1.  The  Club  shall  hold  one  annual  meeting 
each  year,  on  the  last  Thursday  in  January,  at 
3  P.  M. 
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4.  The  life  membership  shall  be  limited  to 
two  hundred  persons.  Any  member  whose 
name  shall  have  been  upon  the  roll  of  the  Club 
for  not  less  than  five  years  shall  be  entitled  to 
become  a  life  member  on  the  payment  of  $1,500. 
They  shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  regu- 
lar members,  but  shall  for  ever  be  exempt  from 
all  annual  dues. 

5.  The  honorary  membership  shall  consist  of 
persons  placed  in  this  class  by  unanimous  vote 
of  the  whole  Governing  Board. 

6.  Not  more  than  one  honorary  member 
shall  be  elected  in  any  one  calendar  year.  Hon- 
orary members  may  share  all  privileges  of  the 
Club  except  those  of  holding  office  and  of  voting 
in  the  business  meetings. 

7.  The  number  of  non-resident  members  of 
the  Club  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred. 

8.  Persons  not  residing  nor  having  a  place 
of  business  within  seventy-five  miles  of  the  City 
Hall,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  may  be  elected 
as  non-resident  members. 

9.  The  Board  of  Governors  may,  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  they  in  their  discre- 
tion may  enact,  extend  the  privileges  of  the  Club 
to  girls  under  the  age  of  eighteen  who  are  mem- 
bers of  the  households  of  regular  members. 
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IX 
ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS 

1.  Every  candidate  for  regular  membership 
must  be  proposed  as  follows  :  She  shall  be  pro- 
posed and  seconded  by  two  members  not  mem- 
bers of  the  Governing  Board.  The  name  and 
residence  of  the  candidate,  and  the  names  of 
her  proposer  and  seconder  in  their  respective 
handwritings  shall  be  inserted  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose;  and  the  name  of  the  candidate, 
her  residence  and  the  names  of  her  proposer 
and  seconder  posted  on  a  Club  Bulletin  Board 
fourteen  days  before  any  action  can  be  taken 
thereon  by  the  Governing  Board;  and  the  can- 
didate must  be  eighteen  years  of  age  when  bal- 
loted for. 

2.  Candidates  duly  proposed  as  above  pro- 
vided shall  be  balloted  for  by  the  Governing 
Board  for  admission  to  the  Club ;  more  than 
one  adverse  ballot  shall  exclude. 


X 

RESIGNATIONS 

1.     Resignations  of  membership  shall  be  made 
to  the  Secretary  in  writing. 
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2.      Such  resignations  shall    not  be   accepted 

until  all  indebtedness  to  the  Club  of  the  mem- 
ber resigning  shall  have  been  dischargee. 

XI 
DUES

6.  A  resident  member  may  become  a  non- 
resident member  upon  the  first  occurrence  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  list  of  non-resident  members  by 
notifying  the  Secretary  of  her  desire  for  and  right 
to  such  membership,  and  upon  her  application 
being  approved  by  the  Governing  Board.  She 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  return  or  rebate  of 
her  initiation  fee  or  of  her  annual  dues  for  the 
current  year.

SUSPENSION  OR  EXPULSION 
1.     Any  member   may   be   reprimanded,    sus- 
pended or  expelled  for  cause  by  a  vote  of  two- 
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thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  Governing 
Board,  one  month's  previous  notice  in  writing 
having  been  given  to  the  member,  with  a  copy 
of  the  charges  preferred  against  her  together 
with  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meet- 
ing where  such  charges  are  to  be  considered.

1.  No  betting  or  card  playing  for  stakes  shall 
be  allowed  in  the  Club  Rooms.

RULES 

1.  The  Governing  Board  shall  prepare  and 
enforce  rules  regulating  the  use  of  the  Club 
Rooms  by  the  members. 

XV 
STANDING  COMMITTEES 

1.  The  Governing  Board  shall  appoint  annu- 
ally a  House  Committee,  to  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers ;  an  Auditing  and  Finance  Committee  to 
consist  of  three  members;  a  Committee  on  Liter- 
ature and  Art,  to  consist  of  five  members;  and  a 
Committee  on  Athletics,  to  consist  of  three 
members ;  such  committees  to  be  standing  com- 
mittees for  the  current  year. 
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2.  The  Chairman  of  each  of  such  Com- 
mittees shall  be  designated  by  the  Governing 
Board,  and  she  must  be  a  member  of  the  Gov- 
erning Board. 

XVI 

HOUSE  COMMITTEE 

1.  The  House  Committee  shall  meet  at  least 
once  a  week.  It  shall  be  its  duty,  subject  to 
the  control  of  the  Governing  Board,  to  manage 
the  Club,  to  regulate  prices,  to  order  purchases, 
to  audit  bills,  to  receive  complaints,  to  redress 
grievances  and  to  appoint  and  dismiss  all  employ- 
ees. 


XVII 

AUDITING  AND  FINANCE 

COMMITTEE 

1.  The  Auditing  Committe  shall  audit  the 
accounts  of  the  Treasurer  semi-annually,  and 
report  to  the  Governing  Board  the  accounts 
audited  and  allowed  since  its  previous  report. 

2.  It  shall  also  act  as  a  Finance  Committee, 
with  such  duties  and  powers  as  the  Govern- 
ing Board  may  prescribe. 


BY-LAWS 


MEETINGS  OF  THE  GOVERNORS 

I 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  hold  their 
meeting  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  each 
month  at  eleven  o'clock,  A.  M. 

2.  Any  Governor  who  shall  be  absent  for 
three  consecutive  meetings  without  being  ex- 
cused by  a  vote  of  the  Board,  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  resigned  therefrom,  and  her  place  shall  be 
filled  by  an  election,  as  provided  in  sub-division 
7,  Article  VI  of  the  Constitution. 

n 

1.  The  proposer  and  seconder  of  a  can- 
didate for  membership,  shall  send  letters  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Club,  at  least  fifteen  days  be- 
fore election,  giving  full  name  and  place  of  resid- 
ence of  the  candidate,  and  such  statement  of 
her  qualifications  as  they  may  deem  proper.  No 
name  of  a  candidate  shall  be  acted  upon  unless 
she  has  been  proposed  and  seconded  according 
to  sub-division  1,  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution 
and  unless  she  be  personally  known  to  at  least 
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two  Governors  present,  or  vouched  for  in  writ- 
ing by  two  Governors. 

2.  A  candidate  for  membership  whose  name 
shall  have  been  laid  over  at  two  successive  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Governors  shall  not  be  bal- 
loted for  until  the  succeeding  names  on  the  list 
shall  have  been  voted  upon,  except  in  the  case 
of  minors. 

3.  The  presiding  officer  after  having  exam- 
ined and  counted  the  ballots  shall  announce  the 
composition  and  result  and  the  Secretary  shall 
record  the  result  in  the  Minutes.  Any  Gov- 
ernor may,  before  the  adjournment  of  the  meet- 
ing, move  to  re-consider  a  vote  of  adoption  or 
rejection. 

4.  All  votes,  conversations,  and  debates  on 
the  subjects  of  admission,  exclusions  and  expul- 
sions, and  the  substance  of  the  result  thereof, 
shall  be  regarded  as  confidential  and  shall  not  be 
divulged. 

VISITORS 

in 

1.  Visitors  and  Guests  under  18  years  of  age 
will  not  be  admitted  to  the  Club  House  except 
to  the  Strangers'  Reception  Room,  and  when 
invited  to  a  Private  Room,  Assembly  Room, 
Drawing  Room  or  Private  Dining  Room. 
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4 

2.  Members  may  introduce  one  non-resident 
foreigner  (a  woman)  at  a  time,  to  the  full  priv- 
ileges of  the  Club  (excepting  residence)  for  one 
week,  such  foreigner  to  be  a  guest  of  the  mem- 
ber introducing  her  and  not  of  the  Club. 

3.  A  member  may  introduce  as  a  visitor  one 
woman  at  a  time,  a  resident  of  New  York  City, 
for  a  single  day  and  evening  to  the  full  privileges 
of  the  Club,  including  attendance  at  Tuesday 
afternoon  meetings  and  other  entertainments 
organized  by  the  Literature  and  Art  Committee, 
such  visitor  to  be  a  guest  of  the  member  intro- 
ducing her  and  not  of  the  Club.  The  same 
visitor  however,  cannot  ha'be  the  full  privileges 
of  the  Club  for  more  than  one  day  and  evening 
in  the  same  year. 

4.  A  member  may  introduce  as  a  visitor, 
one  woman  at  a  time,  an  out  of  town  resident, 
for  three  consecutive  days  to  the  full  privileges 
of  the  Club  (including  residence)  such  visitor  to 
be  a  guest  of  the  member  introducing  her  and 
not  of  the  Club.  The  same  visitor  hovoever 
cannot  have  the  full  privileges  of  the  Club  for 
more  than  three  consecutive  days  in  the  same 
year. 

5.  Members  introducing  visitors  will  be  per- 
sonally responsible  for  their  conduct  while  in  the 
Club.    The  name  of  each  visitor  shall  be  entered 
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in  the  Visitors'  Book  with  the  name  of  the 
member  introducing  her.  Only  women  can  be 
admitted  as  visitors. 

GUESTS 

«*»*>6.  "Guests"  (men  or  women)  as  disting- 
uished from  "visitors,"  can  be  admitted  as  often 
as  desired  to  the  Strangers'  Dining  Room,  the 
Roof  or  Winter  Garden  and  the  Private  Dining 
Room,  entering  only  by  the  Strangers'  Entrance 
and  must  be  met  or  directed  by  a  member;  but 
unlike  visitors,  such  guests  cannot  have  access 
to  the  whole  Club  House  nor  to  its  general 
privileges. 

ACCOUNTS 

IV 

1.  A  list  shall  be  posted  on  the  bulletin 
board  on  the  15th  day  of  each  month,  showing 
the  unpaid  amounts  due  by  each  member  for 
"house  charges"  on  the  last  day  of  the  preced- 
ing month  and  on  the  day  previous  to  such  post- 
ing, a  notice  shall  be  sent  to  every  member 
notifying  her  of  the  amount  due  and  requesting 
her  to  pay  the  same  at  her  earliest  convenience. 
A  member  thus  posted  who  shall  fail  to  pay  her 
indebtedness   before  the    first  of    the    following 
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month,  may  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of 
Governors,  be  suspended  from  the  privileges  of 
the  Club. 

2.  Whenever  a  member  is  posted  for  $100 
or  more  for  "house  charges,"  her  credit  may  be 
stopped  until  the  entire  amount  due  from  her 
shall  have  been  paid. 

3.  A  member  introducing  visitors  shall  be 
held  responsible  for  their  indebtedness  to  the 
Club.  Members  desiring  their  visitors  to  pay 
for  their  own  "house  charges"  will  pleaee  notify 
the  office  advising  the  address  of  the  visitor  to 
whom  a  "house  charge"  notice  will  be  mailed  at 
once. 

4.  A  member  may  cash  checks  not  exceed- 
ing a  total  of  $25  in  one  day  on  application  at 
the  desk. 


COMPLAINTS

Complaints  and  suggestions  must  be  made 
in  writing  to  the  Chairman  of  the  appropriate 
Committee.

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RESTRICTIONS 
VI 

1.  No  property  belonging  to  the  Club  shall 
be  taken  from  the  Club  house  except  on  author- 
ity from  the  Board  of  Governors. 

2.  Servants  shall  not  be  sent  out  of  the  Club. 

3.  No  member  shall  induce  any  servant  of 
the  Club  to  leave  its  employment. 

4.  No  gratuity  shall  be  given  to  any  servant 
or  employee  of  the  Club. 

5.  A  member  making  use  of  the  Strangers' 
Dining  Room  shall  enter  in  a  book  for  the  pur- 
pose, her  own  name  and  the  name  of  her  guests. 

6.  A  member  unless  accompanied  by  more 
than  one  guest  cannot  use  the  Private  Dining 
Room. 

7.  The  use  of  the  bedrooms  and  apartments 
in  the  Club  House  shall  be  subject  to  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  the  House  Committee 
shall  prescribe. 

8.  All  notices  not  to  be  posted  in  the  Club 
House  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  the  address  of  a 
member  given  by  her  at  the  office  ;  but  if  none 
shall  have  been  given,  and  the  address  cannot 
be  ascertained,  the  notice  shall  be  deposited  in 
the  Club  box  for  letters,  and  all  notices  shall, 
ten  days  after  such  mailing  or  deposit,  be  deemed 
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to  have  been  received  by  the  person  for  whom 
intended. 

9.  Hats,  coats,  wraps,  etc.,  must  not  be 
left  lying  around  the  Club.  The  Club  will  not 
be  responsible  for  any  article  unless  left  in  the 
coat  room  and  checked.  Where  a  check  has 
been  mislaid  or  lost,  a  description  of  the  article 
checked  must  be  given  to  the  servant  in  charge, 
who  will  thereupon  deliver  the  same  upon  the 
signing  of  a  receipt. 

COMMITTEES 
VII 

The  Governors  may  appoint  such  sub-com- 
mittees to  assist  in  the  management  of  the  Club 
as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

AMENDMENTS 
VIII 

1.  The  by-laws  or  any  one  of  them  may  be 
amended  or  repealed  or  additional  by-laws  may 
be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Governors  at  any 
regular  or  special  meeting,  provided  however, 
that  no  amendment  or  repeal  of  any  by-law  shall 
be  made  and  no  additional  by-law  adopted  unless 
notice  of  the  proposed  change  is  given  at  a  pre- 
vious meeting. 
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2.  The  Governors  may  authorize  the  House 
Committee  to  form  or  amend  house  rules  with- 
out consultation  with  them,  and  such  rules  or 
amendments  must  be  presented  to  the  Govern- 
ing Board  at  their  next  meeting. 
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
